• THE DIRECTOR OF ADMISSIONS announced last night that 
Morris Bassin. world-famed authority on food and nutrition, has 
just been made a member of the University faculty, where he will 
serve as adjunct and consulting professor of Interior Decoration 
for the middle regions. 

Director Dutton informed your 
correspondent that General Her- 
^ey had personally exempted Bas- 
sin from military service, declaring 
that, "It has been said that an 
army travels on its stomach, and 
since ours has a long way to go, 
we must keep Bassin out of It." 

When Informed erf the appoint- 
ment, Bassin expressed little sur- 
prise. declaring that he had long 
admired the University «.and its 
students, and longed to enter its 
sacred portals.

"However, that is a petty detail, 
and in this hour of crisis, nay, 
crises, not worth bothering with. 

Our one aim must be winning the 
war. We must starve out the Japs, 
and keep from starving ourselves. 

At the moment, it looks like the 
Japs are ahead. But I’ll change all 
that 

"A serious food shortage is fac- 


ing this country. Why. at my Joint 
—I beg your pardon— at my pala- 
clouB place of eating— there Is a 
scarcity even of necessities like 
hamburgers. You can't Imagine the 
hurt and hungry look which creeps 
over my customers’ faces when I 
tell them there are no hamburgers. 
It breaks my heart to hurt their 
feelings — and Words like that are 
a slap in the face." 

Bassin paused to wipe away a 
quiet tear, but bucked up bravely 
to add, "But rn change all that." 

"I have only one comment to 
make In closing," Bassin concluded 
"I always had a sneaking suspicion 
that everybody connected with the 
University was crazy... Now my 
fears are at rest. They are. But," 
he shouted Jubilantly, "I'll change 
all that" 


• THIS SIGNIFICANT (we refer 
to the imposing skyscraper which 
appears directly above) structure 
is a calibrated chrollorometer of 
the Yangtze-Malrovian type' which 
is being shipped to the University 
direct from the research labratories 
at Dover.

It It designed to 
separate and identify the various 
protons, electrons and other small 
Jobs which are basic forms of mat- 
ter. The method of IdentiflcatioAP 
li simple after the separation of 
the electrons and protons has 
taken place. The chrollorometer 
says: "What's your name Bud," to 
which the electrons or whatever 
happens to. be isolated mutt come 
out flatfootedly with "Ike" or 
"Rufus" or such. 

Ambrymnlzatton Neceeeary 

After Identification the chrol- 
lorometer is useful in a variety of 
ways. For one thing It is neces- 
sary that the complete ambryaniza- 
tlon of the marsupial megalogicals 
be acquired before scientists are 
able to complete the radial lien- 
thropy. 

In some cases however (and 
these are Indeed quite rare) the 
ambryanlzation can be supplanted 
by a ferroglcal vibration and It Is 
here that the chrollorometer 
comes through very handily be- 
cause it it fitted with what has 
been recently termed a "boge" 
which makes it possible for the 
radial Uenthropy to be determined 
In a few minutes. 

Blaek Talks r" 

Of course students at the Uni- 
versity will not be permitted to 
make use of the chrollorometer un- 
til they have passed exams which 
will Indicate whether they are well 
enough advanced In Physics to be 
allowed to fuddle with so expen- 
sive a gadget. 

According to Prof. Thsodoro 
Bingham Black, the chrollorometor 
will be of inestimable value to the 
)*hysics Depertment. "1 osin’t ex- 
press in words the Areat pleasure 
with which I accept^hls new ma- 
chine," said the Pressor express- 
ing la words his great pleasure. 
*Tt will mean an entirely different 
currtculom. Oosh I'm excited!" 

Seridus observers who 4ro usual- 
ly pretty much on the ball have 
observed (as It thalr custom) that 
the calibrated chrollorometer lo^ 
more like a watch tower than a 
momentous advance tn the field of 
Physics and sura at thooMn’ it wife 
annouticad yesterday that H would 
be used In the former oapadty un- 
til the wires eeniMctlng the ^Ibra- 
tical Itvttuos and the aUdge can be 
delivered.

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MHitary Aptitude Test Given Friday 

Drama Club Activities Discuss War Plans Tomorrow

Lead Roles Student Council Repeals Politics Ban Eligible r 


Dr. Thelma Hunt 
And Dean Johnstone 
Will Supervise 

• AN ARMY and Navy test to 
select men for college training 
programs and eventual commis- 
sions will be given here at 9 a.m. 
Friday in Govemment>2 under 
the direction of Dean William 
C. Johnstone^ Armed Services 
Representative, and Dr. Thelma 
Hunt of the Psychology Depart** 
ment. 

Civilians, enlisted men, and high 
school seniors ipay take the test 
if they are not over the 22 age 
limit aet for the Army program or 
the 20 year limit set for the Navy 
plan. Dean Johnstone advised that 
Arn\y Reservists may also take the 
examination. 

Studenta enrolled under the Navy 
and Marine reserve programs aro 
not eligible. A special test will be 
given at the University on April 
20 for those Navy and Marine re- 
servists who will have completed 
four or more semestera of college 
work by June. 

Men Interested In taking the 
Army-Navy test must file appllca- 
.. tion with Dean Johnstone In C-103 
no later than 6 p.m. Thursday. The 
dean warned that all high school 
students or recent graduates will 
have to take the test on Friday, 
since there will be no further tests 
for some months. 

The tests will be used to aid In 
the selection of prospective ofBcer 
material for the Army, Navy. Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard. The 
examinations are designed to dis- 
cover the aptitude and general 
knowledge of the candidates. Ap- 
plicants will express a choice for 
the Army or Navy at the time of 
the examination. 

Those who are selected for either 
the Army Specialized TrUnlng Pro- 
gram or the Navy College '!^^nlng. 
Program V-12 will be aent to col- 
lege with all expenses paid by the 
services, Under the Army pUn, 
men must successfully complete 13 
weeks of basic- training before go- 
ing on to college. In the Navy pro- 
gram, they will be sent directly to 
collegee In July. 

Both services will pay tuition, 
food, housing, book and uniform 
costs for their students. Strict mili- 
tary discipline will be maintained 
during the college course, and the 
men will be required to wear, the 
uniform of their particular branch 
of service. 

Students attending colleges under 
the Army program will be organized 
under a cadet system and will be 
expected to malnUln standards of 
academic proficiency to be an- 
nounced at a later date. Courses 
will be selected by the Army and 
the length of the training period 
will depend upon the nature of the 
courses. 

To cover the transition from the 
present Army Enlisted l^serve pro^ 
gram to the new Army Specialised 
Training In assigned colleges, offi- 
cials announced that reservists who 
are medical or pre-medical students 
will not be called to active duty 
before the end of the next semes- 
ter. Qualified students will then be 
sent on to colleges under the new 
plan. The sAne privilege will 
granted to third-year students In 
the Army Reserves who are taking 
approved technical engineering 
courses. 

All other Army Enlisted Reserve 
Corps studenU will be called to 
acUve duty at the end of the cur- 
rent semester and be considered for 
further college work upon comple- 
tion of basic training. 

Students accepted in the Navy 
V-I2 College Training Plan wlU re- 
ceive an apprentice seaman's sal^ 
of 350 a month while attending 
school. Their college training will 
consist of four terms of college 
work of 16 weeks duration each. 

Men who qualify for Navy train- 
ing by taktog the Ust Friday wlU 
be assigned!? to one of two groups, 
the first reporting to approved col- 
leges and universities about July 
1 and the second repor ting about 
November 1. 

Applicants for the Army-Navy 
tests must be citizens and must 
have a minimum visual capacity of 
18/20 in each eye, lliey mtlst be 
unmarried and agree to remain un- 
married until coitimlsrioned. 

Dean Johnstone has asked 
men bring two soft lead pencils to 
the examinaUon and that they ar- 
rive early, since no one will be ad- 
mitted diter 9 ajn.

• PRELIMINARY plans for a 
Victory Service Drive which 
would institute a competition be- 
tween campus ^ organizations 
based on the amount of war ac- 
tivity each engages in were ai>- 
proved by' the Student Council 
Friday. ^ 

Details will be worked out by 
members of the Activities Council 
at a meeting tomorrow night at 8 
o’clock in Columbian House, first 
floor. The Council, headed by Ac- 
tivities Director Palmer Smith, will 
include heads of major organiza- 
tions such as Pan Hellenic and In- 
terfraternity Councils. Omlcron 
Delta Kappa. Strong Hall Council, 
and the Councils of the Engineer- 
ing, Law and Medical Schools. 

The drive was proposed In an ef- 
fort to coordinate In a single pro- 
gram all war work engaged In by 
recognized University organizations 
and to prevent duplication of this 
work. Greater participation in war 
work was seen as an inevitable re- 
sult of the drive. 

Points will be given to students 
and to organizations which they 
represent for esch hour of war ac- 
tivity and at the and of the semes- 
ter or the summer sessions, awards 
win be given to those with the 
best records. 

Some of the service which would 
be considered war activity are: 
scrapbooks for hospitalized troops, 
collection of watches, cIotMs or 
soap for Russia, blood donations. 
Red Cross work, performances in 
Army camps by Cue ’n’ Curtain, 
Victory gardening at the Univers- 
ity, scrap collection and parties for 
servicemen. 

Directors for yearly terms are 
yet to be appointed. The Activities 
Council will be asked to formulate 
a workable system by which points 
win be awarded for war actlvlt>v 
Director Smith said. 

Various problems of the drive 
which the Council will be' aslud 
to consider Include methods to 
arouse student interest and coopera- 
tion. the overlapping membership 
of individuals In various campus 
organizations, the appointment of 
quallfl^ directors, the need to dif- 
ferentiate between groups with 
large membership and those with 
few members In awarding honors, 
and a method of computing serv- 
ices like blood donations which can- 
not be rated on an hourly basis.

Targets 
have not yet been received from 
these schools. 

At the present time all of the 
girls are trying to qualify for 
medals awarded by the National 
Rifle Aaaoclation for excellence in 
marksmanship. Several of them, ac- 
cording to Barbara Simmons, have 
turned In targets far above the 
minimum required. 

Mias Simmons, captain of the 
varsity, also announced some 
changes in rifle practice hours. 
Classes on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
which formerly began at noon have 
been moved back to 11 a.m., but 
the Wednesday and Friday classes 
will continue to meet at noon. Prac- 
tice is possible on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings, with the exact 
hours determined at the morning 
sessions of the same day and post- 
ed on the door.

• ’’CHILDREN should know what 
we are fighting for," Dean Fox 
told members of the Parent-Teach- 
er Study Group last Thursday In 
discussing "What to Tell Children 
About the War." 

Addressing an audience composed 
of representatives of many local 
Parent-Teacher Alsoclfitions, the 
Dean continued: y 

"Children should be encouraged 
to face the problems of the war at 
realistically as possible. However," 
he declared, "they should not be 
frightened." 

Urging that older boys and girls 
actively participate In the war ef- 
fort, ^ he suggested that these 
youngsters, be methodical!/, pre- 
pared for the work to be Uruier* 
taken. As for the very young, 
"they should took toward the fu- 
ture." he said. 

On the subject of instilllBg hatred 
into the hearts of children, the 
Dean was vehement. He declared, 
"hatreii of peoples should not be 
taught. After all." he ocntlnued, 
"we have Germans and Japanese 
fighting on our aide. What we 
fight," he asserted, "Is an idee, a 
system of government." ' 

"We fight the slavery that would 
result should totalitarianism be im- 
posed."
